Although I'm not a member of the ACE, I e-mailed JTA to ask if ho thought my log 
report from Hungary would be of interest to the readers. He Uiought diey should be 
included in ACE DiaLogs, so I'm attaching the report below. I was hoping to jtrncmte 
more interest among the Euro DXers to try for US pirates. To my knowledge, llierr nre 
no equivalent dedicated pirate DXers along the lines of Andrew Yodcr or Dnvr Vnlko in 
Europe, who try for transatlantic pirates the way they do. Also, I though) lb. u:; 
operators would be pleased to bear that their 80 or 100 watt transmitters could be bnu.l 
so far inland across the Atlantic.

I'm back from a 3-week vacation in Pecs, Hungary, and would like to share my pinile 
loggings and some observations in the hope that more Euro DXers will try to DX USA 
pirates. 

On prior trips to Hungary I was able to hear only 2 US pirates: WREC with about 100 
watts SSB, and Radio Metallica Worldwide in AM mode, power unknown. As I've had 
good success with hearing UK, Dutch, and German pirates from my home in Mount 



Kisco, New York (some with as low as 18 watts AM power), I wanted to see what results 
could be obtained while I was in Central Europe. Much to my surprise, 1 was able to log 
8 different USA stations on 10 days, despite the fact that Pecs is about 900 miles (1,450 
km) inland from the Atlantic Ocean, and the approximate distance from Pecs to 
Washington, DC is about 4,600 miles (7,400 km)! 

My temporary DX shack was fairly modest. My primary receiver was a Sony ICF-2010 
modified with Kiwa narrow and wide filters. For antennas, I had a 30 meter long dipole 
fed with coax, a 40 meter random wire coupled to a homebrewed noise-reducing 
matching transformer fed with coax, and a Sony AN-LP1 active loop antenna. RF chokes 
were applied to all antenna feedlines in the shack, and were connected to an Alpha Delta 
coax switch. In addition, a Kiwa BCB filter and MFJ-956 passive preselector were used 
to mmimize RF overloading of the 2010. 

My usual listening time was 0230-0330 UTC (0430-0530 local rime). Before anyone 
thinks I'm that dedicated a DXer to be waking at dawn while on vacation, the dogs at the 
neighboring houses all barked at that hour when a neighbor left for work in the morning. 
Listening at dawn was one key to my success. In addition to some dawn enhancement of 
propagation, there were relatively low noise levels, probably aided by the lack of any rain 
or thunderstorms in Europe. Another contributing factor was the high elevation of my 
location, overlooking the entire city of Pics, with a clear view to the western horizon. 

I hope this report will encourage more European DXers to try for US pirates. In my <
